Tue progress of the British North 
Borneo Company has been watched 
with great interest by English residents 
in China, Indeed (Le Company appears 
to have attracted more interest in this 
part of the world than in England. 
Ceylon and Australia lave also bestowed 
considerable attention ou the territory, 
and some sugar planters from the Intter 
have acquired Innd. Tho first movers 
in obtaining the Royal Charter were 
gentlemen who lad long been assooiuted 
with the China tra id the prominent 
part that Mr. Alfred Dent has always 
played in tho initiation and develop. 
ment of the Compan nduced both 
foreigners Ch » follow ite | 
fortunes with interest, Thix has had 
the excellent effect of leading Shanghai 
investors to form companies to cultivate 
cousiderable quantities of laud in the 
Sandakan district, That is the portion 
of the territory of Sabah which has 
attracted most attention, aud to whioh 
the greatest number of emigrants 
have repaired ; aud it is consequently 
that district abont which most is 
kuown to tho ontside world. Even 
at the present timo our kuowledge 
of Sabah is not very g the 
sources from which information can 
be derived being few and scattered, 
Lotters from Ceylon planters and other 
prospectors hnve appeared from time | 
to time in various Eustern newspapers, | 
and some official reports have beon 
published, bat beyond those little of a 
trustworthy nature has been published.

It is to be boped that the young and 
enterprizing Evglishmen at homo will 
nob miss the excellent advanteges for 
wioning fortune whioh Sabah now 
offers to them. 

‘The best desoription of Sabah which 
wo have rend, is ina sories of letters 
which have recontly appeared in tho 
Australasian, ‘They are evidently 
written by a mun whose apecial kuow- 
ledge qualifies him for judging the coun- 
try aud its qualifications. Ho speaks 
highly of both and prediota a brilliaut 
fature for the Company. We shall 
epitomise what he says of tho three 
settlements or districts into whioh 
Subul has been divided. Kudat, tho 
Cnpital, stands ou Maruda Bay, a grand 
stretoh of water twelve miles wide by 
about twenty-five miles long; itis ou a 
commodious site and one well situated 
for @ large port. But it appears to be 
rather uubealthy, fevers, and last yoar 
cholera, having prevailed to some 
extent, though chiefly among the 
Malays. None of the European ree 
sideuts died, and it was noticeable that 
few of the Chinese wore attacked. Fresh 
water is sonroe and bad in quality ab 
Kudat, and the place is said to pro- 
duce nothing but game in the way of 
food, all other supplies being obteined 
from Singapore. A great improve. 
ment iu the health condition of Kadat 
will follow the removal of the donse 
undergrowth and the swamp in the 
neighbourhood of the settlement, but 
there were few immigrants when these 
letters were writteu, and the reclama- 
tion of the country will depend ou tho 
port attracting commerce, The recent 
discavery of good coal near Kudat 
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may hasten the development of the 
place. The accouut given of Sanda- 
kan by the writer of these letters bears 
out what has previously been said in 
its favour, Of the country in Sabah 
generally, he says that the proliminary 
expense of clearing will be a heavy 
item in laying ont plantations, especially 
when sugar cultivation is contemplated. 
“Viewing the work done by the native 
labourers,” he goes on, “I think £10 
an acre a very moderate estimate for the 
complete oleariug and grabbing neces. 
sary.” Tho land is covered with dense 
forests of heavy trees rivaling blue 
gums in diameter and height, but- 
tressod up from the root, and with a 
grain that almost defies the axe. This 
timber resembles mahogany in colour 
and grain, and tho trees grow so thick 
that a horse caunot pass between them, 
‘and a mass of creepers is interwoven 
among thom which makes progréss 
impossible, If suitable Inbour were 
available in sufficient quautities, these 
forest and all other difficulties would 
apeodily disnppenr aud cultivation take 
tho place of andergrowth, But unfor- 
tunately the supply of Inbour is limited, 
and a great part of that which eau be 
obtained is unsuited to the felling of 
trees of a grain so hard as is here 
described. OF course tho labour will 
bo obtained in time, aud we shonld 
think it might be uow found in Tadia in 
those districts from wheuco the supplies 
of teak have been obtained. Bat while 
affairs are in a deplorablo condition iu 
Ceylon, it does seem to us extraordinary 
that serious obstacles, intended by the 
Government of the ‘Island to bo as 
nearly insurmountable as possible, 
shonld haye been thrown in the way 
of tho British North Boruoo Company 
and our looal Sabah Company obtain. 
ing the labour of Singalese. It appears 
from tho extracts which we published 
a dey or two ago from the Ceylon 
Observer that the Agent of the British 
North Borneo Company has been une 
able to engage some skilled natives 
for service in Sabah where it was de- 
sired to employ them as surveyor 
Our contemporary considers it doubt- 
ful if a few such men can be sent from 
Ceylon whore they nro plontiful, owing 
to the obstacles which recent legisla. 
tive in the Island havo thrown in the 
way of omigration, We confess our- 
selves unable to discover the advant- 
ages to Ceylon which the Governor no 
doubt proposes to secure or retain by 
his policy in this direction. 

To return to Sindakan, the writer 
sums up by saying that with all the 
sources of natural wealth at hand, 
salubrity, aud a geographical position 
making it almost the centre of Malaysia, 
it cannot fail at an early date to rigal 
Singapore. Ho advises the company 
to do moro in the way of prospecting 
for minorals throughout their territory, 
and to employ tho Australian miner 
or men of that class. He points out 
thas with a small staff thoy have already 
discovered kerosene ou tho Sequati 
river, sulphuret of gnotimopy, and 








carbonate of copper; to which doubt- 
less other metals have been ndded siuco 
the letters wore written. Of Pappar, 
the third district, we aro uot told much 
Tho town is group of twenty houses, 
all built on piles, and occupied by worth. 
less Malays, but the Chineso are be- 
giuning tosettle, Extensive plantations 
of eocoa-nut trees line the banks of 
the river, but with tho exception of a 
small trada in oil with Brunei the const 
tribes oxport nothing. Altogether the 
west const does not seem to offer so 
many inducements to foreign settlers as 
the Sandakan district. Yet it was on 
that part of Borneo that the Chinese 
settled in former times, Their rapid 
increase in numbers and wealth excited 
the jenlousy of the natives, who exter- 
minated them, bat traces of them are 
to be found in the Mongol features 
among the inbabitants, and in the 
lorge tracts of clenred land on the bill 
sides. It may bo taken for geanted 
Unt these Chinese selected good lands, 
aud by and by these may be reoccupied 
by sottlors of theic own race, or by 
foreigners who may in some respects 
profit by their discernment and labour.

‘THE GOSPEL OF RELAXATION. 
Ture is no age without its prophets, 
and no prophet without his special 
message or burden. To adopt the 
phrase of the day, we are continually 
having now ‘gospels’ proached to us, 
and many of these gospels aro decidedly 
conflicting in their tenor. The teach. 
ings of Mr. Darwin were contemp- 
tuously characterised by Mr. Carlyle 
as a gospel of dirt, The teachings of 
Mr. Ruskin may be onlled a gospel of 
transcendentalism. The msthetic craze 
is claimed by its adherents to be a true 
gospol of art, and there are teachers in 
another sphere who proclaim what they 
are pleased to onll a gospol of humanity. 
Most of the great writers aud thinkers 
of the day may be identified, in this 
mannor, with some special messago to 
their follows. Thus it may be 
that the mission of Charles Dickens 
was to inspire sympathy among the rich 
and oultured for their pooror noigh- 
bours, and to bring the two classes 
nearer together than had previously 
been the caso, It was tho mission of 
Thackeray to expose the petty shams 
and hypocrisies of every day haman 
conduct, aud to Insb all human foibles 
with his whip of satire. Wordsworth 
posed as the arch-interpreter and de. 
voteo of Nature, and Mr, Matthew 
Arnold iu our own day professes to 
have discovered the key to all true 
progress in culture and lucidity. Tho 
older of these writers had undoubted 
influence over the time in which 
they lived, and that influence was 
far more widely spread than that now 
exorcised by Arnold, in that they ad- 
dressed a wider audience. None how. 
over, has proved moro potent in this 
rospect than ‘Thomas Carlyle, the ox. 
ponent, in theory at any rate, of the 
gospel of work. Had Carlyle beon of 
@ more genial and Jess atrabilious tem- 
perament himself, it is enfo to say that 
his influence would have been even 
greater than it is, His bitterest de- 
tractors will not deny hiar a fall meed 
of praise for the marvellous capacity 
for work and power of persoverauce 
whioh he manifested, and there can be 
no donbt that his example in this 
respect lias been productive of at least 
‘as mach good as any one publication 
of his gall-envenomed pen. 

‘While, however, the gospel of work 
is well adapted for the acceptance 
of certain temperaments, there is no 
doubt that the tenching is wholly un- 
necessary in every onse. Mr. Herbert 
Spencer, during his recent visit to 
America, preached a very different 
doctrine ; a doctrine which bears the 
game relation to the gospel of work 
that the writings of St. Paul bear to 
the Epistle of St. James. The two 
are opposite, but uot contradictory. 
“T perceive,” said Mr. Spencer in 
effect, while addressing his American 
audience, “that in all things ye are 
too energetic.” Tho feature of Ameri- 








can life which seems to have struck 
him most forcibly while in the 
United States was the over-burry, the 
tendency to drive post-haste through 
life, to live too rapidly, and to take 
things too auziously. As Mr, Spencer 
put it, “In one respect the Americans 
have diverged too widely from savages.” 
‘The savage thinks only of his present 
necessities; the over-civilised man 
thinks little or nothing of the present, 
thereby losing much enjoyment, and 
is for ever pushing on and preparing 
for the perhaps very distant future. 
Ho allows himself uo rest. “In every 
circle,” said tho philosopher, “I havo 
met men who had themselves suffered 
from nervous collapse due to stress of 
business, or named friends who had 
either killed themselves by overwork, 
or had been permanently incapacitated, 
or bad wasted long periods in enden- 
vours to recover health, Immenso 
injury is dono by this high-pressure 
life—the physique is being undor- 
mined.” It is we suppose a priuciple 
of Nature that the more rapidly and 
incessantly an instrament is used, 
the faster it will wenr ont. No donbt 
it isa nobler thing to wear out than 
to rast out, and we are sure that Mr. 
Spoucer himself would bo the first to 
acknowledge the fact. Indeed his 
American frionds might with some 
reason havo goodhumouredly retorted, 
“Physician, heal thyself.” But after 
all, tho tenchings of Mr. Spencer on 
this point are as old as the fable of the 
Hare and the Tortoise, or Eulenspiegel 
and the Waggoner. “Do you think I 
can reach such-a-sucha town to-night?” 
asked the waggoner. “ Yes, if you go 
slowly enough,” was the reply, after a 
carofal survey of the waggon. The 
waggoner thought his interlooutor a 
fool, and pressed ou at fall spoed ; but 
in the evening, when Ealeuspiegel met 
him again, his waggon had lost a wheel, 
and he was utterly auable to proceed. 
“Did I not say yon would only reach 
your destination if you went slowly 2” 
asked tho sage, maliciously. It is a 
curious fact that the great American 
writer who has lately died was eminent- 
ly free from the fault with which bis 
countrymen are charged by Herbert 
Spencer. Ralph Waldo Emerson bad 
nono of that bigh-strung nervous rest- 
lessneas so obaracteristic of the great 
nation of the West. The precious and 
most rare gift of patience aud imperturb- 
ability he possessed toa most remarkable 
dogree, and one of the most interesting 
points bronght out by Mr. Conway in 
his receut ‘ Life’ was bis utter freedom 
from all sense of harassment and 
fluster. We have spoken of this asa 
great gift, and, as it is a matter of tem- 
peramout, the description is no doubt 
just. But it is, after all, a gift ora 
quality that can bo cultivated. If it 
be true that those who make the most 
haste realise the least speed, it is equal- 
ly true that one of the best ways to do 
athing well is to do it deliberately, 
easily, and even, perhaps, slowly. Aud 








there is much in what Herbert Spencer 





says of that loss of present enjoyment 
which is involved in tho constant striv- 
ing after future objects. Tho process 
itself defeats ils own ends, in that it 
renders the subject incapable of enjoy- 
ing the frnition of his labours when 
attained. Intemperance in work is 
like intemperance in other things, and 
cannot but result disastrously. In 
short, to quote the philosopher onco 
more, “we have had somewhat too 
much of the gospel of work, It is time 
to preach the gospel of relaxation.” And 
there is uo reason why the practice 
of it should be difficult. The very 
features of nineteenth-century life which 
are pointed at as evidences of the 
restless spirit of the age, conduco 
ultimately to repose. The facilities 
afforded for education are infinitely 
greater now than they were a hundred 
years ago. Tho latest Greek or Latin 
primer is an ensier book to mastor 
than its predecessors of the last cen- 
tury, and the pupil attaius a greater 
degree of proficiency with a very much 
smaller oxponditure of brain-power, 
Every assistance is given to the learner, 
whose study is, so to speak, almoat 
done for him. ‘The avoidance of delay 
by means of stenm-communication re- 
moves another grievous tax on patience 
which in the days of stage-coaches fell 
to the lot of overy traveller, Tho 
more fact that a man is now able, with 
little or no personal exertion, to accom 
plish a greater distance in twolve hours 
than he was formerly able to accom- 
plish in three days, and that with no 
small mensure of absolute comfort and 
enjoyment, should certainly condace to 
‘a feeling of restfulness rather than to 
one of trepidation aud excitement. 
That anxicties may be relieved and 
intelligence conveyed in a few minutes 
by means of the electric telograph 
whero formerly days and porhaps wooks 
of harrowing suspense would have bad 
to bo endured, should surely have a 
tranquillising rather than an irritating 
tendency. ‘That there is a disposition, 
not only in America, but among all 
Anglo-Saxon and Coltic races, to live 
and think at too high pressure, is 
incontrovertible ; but we look upon it 
simply as a bad habit that has been 
contracted and may be overcome, rather 
than as the legitimate result of the 
general tendencies and influences of 
society. 








CHINESE AGNOSTICISM. 


Everr true Confucianist is an Agnostic. 
His positive creed is very limited ; his 
negative one boundless, He believes 
ouly in the seen ; the anseeu ho regards 
as unknown and unknowable, There 
may be a god or gods; the soul may 
bo immortal; there may be a heaven 
and a hell as the croods assert ; but wo 
have and can have no knowledge of 
these things. They are not cognizable 
by the souses, and thought regarding 
them is empty speculation, a mere 
beating of the air, What have Lao. 
tsz, Buddha, and the whole army of 
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dreamers been able to tell us regarding 

the invisible and future? A wise mau 
will not waste his time or weary his 
brain in such vain research. He will 
be content with the present, and will 
oslmly await the light or darkuess of 
the fature. Is there such a future? 
Tho discharge of present duty is the 
best preparation for it. The gods, if 
ugh there be, are best honoured by 
honouring our paronts, respeoting our 
superiors, and acting honestly towards 
all mon. A virtuous life is the surest 
passpors to Henyen and tho best 
security against Hell, Iu thus thiuk- 
ing and acting the Confacianist is 
closely trending in the footsteps of 
his Master. When asked how we 
should serve the spirits, Confucins 
replied, “Unable to serve men, how 
oan wo serve spirits ?”—Coufine your 
thoughts to haman daty. To serve 
men woll is the best way to serve the 
gode, To ‘the question whioh im- 
modiately followed, regarding death, 
his, answor was, “Not knowing life, 
how can we kuow death?” Attond 
to the presout; why trouble yourself 
with insoluble riddles about the future? 
Life and death are one, Live well 
and you will die well, It is further 
reoorded of the great Sage that he 
avoided speaking of spirits nud of the 
marvellous, Ou which, admiring com- 
moentators remark that the Master dis- 
coursed of the ordinary, not the oxtra- 
ordinary, of mon, not of gods, When 
sick and urged to pray, ho asked, 
“Ta it permissible to do so?” The 
Gisciple gave a quotation showing that 
it was. Confucius evasively replied, 
“T have prayed long,”—meaning, say 
the commontators, that his blameless lifo 
was a long prayer. These examples 
snficiontly show the spirit of Confucius, 
It is olear that ho was a thorough-going 
Agnostic, and is fully ontitled to the 
niche accorded him in the Pautheon of 
modern Positivists. He did not deny 
the exi of gods and spirits, nor 
the po y of a future life. He 
simply regarded such subjects as be- 
yond human knowledge, and refased to 
disouss them. Ho was sure of his fire 
senses, sud decliaed to move a step 
farther. 

As an Agnostic tho Confucianist is 
tolerant of other creeds, ‘The philo- 
sophio mysticism of Lao-tsz and the 
magnificent dreaming of Buddha are 
not repugnant to him, They aro the 
fantasies of great minds, and interest. 
ing, if only to show the variety of such 
speculations aud the eupreme wisdom 
of the Sage who kuow their emptiness. 
He goes even further, and will admi 
that for the iguorant maltitude, and 
especially for women, an apparatus of 
gods and demovs is uecessary. ‘The 
weak ‘need the stimalas of future 
rewards, and the vicious have to be 
restrained by the fear of hell. He does 
not onre, therefore, to proclaim his 
acepticism, still loss to actively propagate 
it, His oreed is only for the wise; the 
masses are better ns they are. He will 

, subsoribe to the temples and take part in 






































idolatrous ceremonies. Charms hang 
from the lintel of his door, and the 
Lares aud Penates have their appro- 
priate places in his home. When death 
draws near he will have himself arrayed 
in his best robes to meet the dread 
Judge of the Infernal, and expects 
masses to be said for the repose of bis 
soul, Bat he will tell you that he does 
these things out of deference to custom, 
and out of regard for the female mem- 
bers of his family. Why should he not ? 
He is an Agnostic, not an infidel. 
Did not the Master even do the same? 
Is it not recorded that “ He sacrificed 
to the spirite as if they wore present” ? 
‘To the common people Confucian 
Agnosticism has never been very satis- 
factory. ‘hey havo sought in other 
systems the light and comfort which 
Confucianism does not give. There 
aro few couutries in which more super. 
stitions are practised than in Chi 
Bat the Aguostic philosophy bas not 
beou without its influence on the 
masses. ‘hero is but little religious 
fervour, and scarcely any deep faith, 
The people will ridicule their own 
gods, Jangh at their own worship, and 
freely criticize all the creeds. Speak 
to any Chinese, no matter what 
rank, about the future life, and 
reply is almost osttain to be, “ Who 
knows anything about it ?” and is likely 
enongh to add, “ Eating and drinking 
are realities,” implying that all elso is 
doubtful. Refer to the subject of 
faturo rewards and punishmonis, and 
his snrenstio remark will probably be 
“TI have seen tho living euffer, but 
never seen the dead in cangues.” The 
present is certain; tho future, is all 
unknown, He, therefore, keops a sharp 
eye to tho present chance. It must be 
now or never; there may bo no to- 
morrow. Intense worldliness and 
general animalism are the nataral re- 
sults. The conclusion of the whole 
matter shows how far superior, morally, 
the original and orthodox systems of 
Buddhism and Taoism are to the Agno 
tio attitude. We do not sponk of the 
superstitions which haye grown up 
around either. Those are aud muat be 
essentially degrading. But the ethics 
of both, as promulgated by Lao-teze and 
Sakyamouni, are at least calculated to 
raise the mind of the rm 

lovel of unredeemed utilitarianism, and 
we believe that tho bigoted thongh 
conscientious Buddhist ia a more pro- 
mising subject for missionary effort 
thau one who avows the colder Gallioism 
of Confucius. 






























































‘THE LANGUAGES OF PEKING. 
Ta speech of Peking is smooth and 
agreeable to the enr. It has beon 
subjected to the refining influence 
resultivg from the meoting together of 
dialects from every quatier of the 
empire. ‘The isolated roughnesses of 
each are rubbed off by contact and the 
typo produced is that of an easy and 
pleasing vernacular adapted for inter- 








courae with porsous of all sorts. ‘These 





persons employ on their arrival every 
variety of brogne, but for the sake of 
general intelligibility all peculiarly 
local features are unoonsoiously drop- 
pedas useless. Asa pebble when broken 
of a mountain oliff is rough, and 
bounded by sharp angles aud sides, 
but after being carried by the rushing 
water down the slope of the mountain 
to the plain has become to some extent 
round and smooth ; 80 it is, with looal- 
isms of laugnage and of pronanciation. 
Peking, as the residence of a multitude 
of official people, and the centre of the 
refining influences of the Court las 
come to have the best dialect in Ohina. 
Thore is however in the Peking dialect 
an abundance of slang, which bas 
sprung up in tho promisonous freedom 
of markets, fairs and ten-shops. Cart 
drivers, policemen, greengrocors, and 
general hucksters, tax collectors, door 
Keepers, domestic servants, soldiers, 
anda host of others have all had a share 
in making slang, and are perpetually 
using it. Only avery few Manobu offi- 
cial terms have been introduced into 
tho Peking dialeot. ‘They aro such as 
pa-tu-lu, a brave man,” aud pi-ti 
“a writer.” The ono is an hovonr bee 
stowed, the other a scribe with oortain 
duties, Although so large a number of 
Manohins reside in Peking the language 
they speak is Chinese, and if proclar 
sued in the Manobu 
language, they aro also issued in Ohi- 
nese, In the families Chinese is spoken. 
In schools the two Inngunges aro 
taught together, but Chineso studies 
absorb the moat time, A certain propor- 
tion of officers must know sufficiont 
‘Manon to employ it both in convera- 
ation aud in translating documents. 
‘The number of those persons mot with 
in the Peking streets who oan speak 
Mauch Suently is extremely few. No 
Manohu boys when playing together 
ever utter « word of Manchu, 

‘The languages of Coren, Mongolia, 
and Tibet are spoken to some extent 
in Poking. The Mongol lamaseries 
in the city aro five. Of theso, tho 
largest, Yung-ho Kung, is very near tho 
Confucian Temple, More than 1,200 
Mongols reside here. They are eithor 
pupils, teachers, or ordinary lamas, and 
are divided into four faoulties,— 
motaphysios, medicine, astronomy, and 
charms. Here, and in the other four 
Jamaseries, Mongol is spoken, and 
principally that of the tribes uear 
Peking. While Manchu is taught in 
schools, Mongol is a living language, 
shewing no sign in its native laud of 
decay, It there exhibits such vigour 
that Chinese colonists in ome loonlities 
speak better Mongol than they do 
Chinese. Iu Peking somo of the re. 
sident Jamns speak Chineso with perfect 
command of accent and idiom, but 
with these exceptions there remain 
about two thousand Mongolian speak- 
ing Mongols who spenk Chinese im- 
perfectly. The Mongol Baunermen, like 
the Mancha Baunermen, spenk Chinese 
exclusively. There is a small Turkish 
colony, but the knowledge of Turkish 
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isloat there. It died out in less than a 
century after the arrival of the colony in 
the reign of tho Emperor Chien-lang. 
In thia they resemble the Russian Bav- 
nermen brought to Peking in the reign 
of Kang-hsi, who lost the knowledge 
of their native tongue a short time 
afterwards, Obinese is the ouly pos- 
sible language among the Banuermen, 
as experience has proved, aud this is 
trae. among the Manchu garrisons 
retained in provincial capitals in many 
parts of the Empire, The efforts made 
by. the Government to maintain oa 
Knowledge of Manchu by teaching it 
are only successful so far as to preserve 
the power of writing and reading des- 
patches and consulting tho aluanao. 
As to Tibetan, there are in Poking a fow 
tons of lamas who spenk it and load a 
rather ead life, far from their native 
Jand, in the society of their Mongol 
follow-lamns, Tho pleasures of mouas- 
tio companionship may couut for some. 
thing, and tho occupation of their 
thoughts with Buddhist religious idons 
may count for a little moro; but for 
all that they feel like stran; 
strange land, and their dreams are of 
the Kokonor and the vast Koumbouu 
monastery, and of the glories of the 
Dalai Lama far away inthe west. The 
Coreans have no resident colony in 
Peking, and their Inngaage is spoken 
there only when they come in trading 
caravaus, or as an embassy, in com. 
pauies of about two hundred at a 
time. 

There aro in Peking several pairs 
of inscribed stones ordering all travel 
lors on horseback, out of respect to the 
Emperor, to dismount when passing 
cortain gates. Tho inscription is en. 
graved in tho six principal languages 
spoken in the Obinese empire. Ou the 
front of these stoues the order is carved 
in Manchu, Ohineso and Mongol. Be- 
hind, it is carved in Tibetan, Calmuck 
and Tarkish. It is very rare thing to 
moet with a Calmuck-speaking Mongol 
in Peking, but after the return of tho 
Oalmucks from Russian suzerainty to 
that of the Ohinese, which De Quincey 
has described in such lively colours, 
naturally the Oalmuck dialect of 
the Mongol would for a time be 
heard in Peking streots and monasteries, 
Doubtless the Mauchus felt pride i 
thinking that the nations subject to 
their eway spoke six languages, and the 
Imperial complacency was gratified in 
having this fact made patent to the 
eyo upon these stones, ‘The population 
of Peking is however not so hetero. 
geneons as theso six-language stones 
would lead any oue tosuppose. When 
edicts are posted in two Inuguages it 
is for form's sake ouly. In the winter, 
when many Mongols aud Coreans are 
present, the peculiar sound of these 
lauguages is heard for two or threo 
months, after which the sounds 
appear. Inthe Foreign Legations and in 
the missions, Catholic and Protestant, 
English, Frenob,German,Russian,Dateh 
Spanish aud Japanese are spokeu all the 
year round; bat of course the number of 













































nterlocutors limited. If these be 
ineladed there are io all thirteen lang- 
uages spoken in Peking. Bat Tarkish 
and Oalmuck may be subtracted, leny- 
ng eleven as the number of distinct 
languages to which a Chinese may lis. 
ten under favourable circumstances 
if he walks out of an evening to fly his 
kite, or to take 8 captive songster for 
an airing, or goes to take his stand at 
au archery ground to win a prize for 
exportness with the bow and arrow. 

















‘MR, GLADSTONE’S PROSPECTIVE RETIREMENT. 
‘Tue praiseworthy desire to die in har- 
ness, characteristic of so many great 
men, and the no less natural longing 
to cling to fame or power to the very 
last, characteristic of so many lesser 
ones, is not always attended with the 
results anticipated. Anti-climaxes are 
always tho reverse of offective, and the 
records of noble lives teem with in- 
stances in which the lustre surronud- 
ing a great and glorions namo lins been 
sadly dimmed by the mere fact of the 
man outliving or outetayivg the powers 
that have won him renown. Gari- 
baldi lived too long in the public eyo 
after the accomplishment of his great 
work in Italy, aud expressed opinions 
on political subjects which caused ro- 
grot to many of his warmest sympn- 
thisers. Earl Russell clung to power 
some years after his own power had 
reached its zouith. Grisi, after retir- 
ing in the height of her matobless 
fame, prompted by some malignant 
sprite re-appeared on the stago of Her 








Majesty’s Theatre in her decliniug 
y ‘and the painfulness of the ex- 
hibition will never be effaced from 





the minds of those who were un- 
fortunate enough to witness it. “ Of 
all in the theatre,” wrote tho Daily 
Telegraph on that occasion, Madame 
Grisi mast have been the great- 
est sufferer.” The Poot Laureate, 
we fear, cannot escape being clas. 
sed with those who have ontlived 
their vigour. Tho latest productions 
of his pen are far from worthy of the 
man who wrote ‘In Memoriam’ and 
the ‘Idylls of the King.’ Tho badstates- 
‘ip of the Duke of Wellington 
to have temporarily ob- 
lant fame as a com- 
der, and Mr. Ruskin might havo 
looked forward to more lasting renown 
asa man of taste and art had he died 
before he wrote his extraordinary dia- 
tribes on usury. We have even read 
8 pious little book the author of which 
deplored mach that Abraham did ‘not 
die when the great purpose of his life 
had beon accomplished, instend of 
marrying Keturah and getting another 
family. 

‘This will no doubt be looked upon 
by many as the expression of a very 
ungrateful and discontented feeling. 
Surely, they may say, it is better for 
great man to outlive his greatness 
for a fow years than that he should be 


























suddenly cut off in the fall tide of a 
usofal and honourable career ; anything 











rather than tho loss of such a one 
while his labours aud bis gevius are 
of euch sapreme importance to his 
age or country. This is trae enough, of 
course. It isbetterthat Abraham should 
live to suffer au imaginary diminution 
of prestigo by courting Keturah in hia 
old ago than that he should die before 
the birth of Isanc. It is better that 
the ‘Promiso of May’ should dim the 
lustre of Tennyson than that the world 
should have been deprived of ‘In Me- 
moriam.’ Bat it ia not always that 
even a great man possesses the great 
gift of kuowing when to retire, It 
is but natural that he should fight 
against the decadoncs he feels creep. 
ing over him, and refuse to acknow- 
ledge, even to himself, that be has 
not the grasp and power of thonght 
he possessed teu years before. Whe- 
ther such n suspicion is forcing 
itself upon the mind of the fore- 
most man of England at the pro 
sent juncture perhaps no ono is in a 
position to say with confidence. But 
while his masterly intellect is atill 
unimpaied, aud bis influence over his 
fellow-men stronger, if possible, than 
over, it is to bo feared that the physical 
health of Mr. Gladstone will not per- 
mit Lim to continuo much longer at 
the helm of state, Indeed go imminent 
seems the situation that thé London 
newspapers do not hesitate to refer to 
in tho plainest words. “It is pos. 
sible,” writes the Standard, * that he 
may not return to England for somo 
weeks to come. Prudent as this exten- 
jou of his visit to the Riviera may in 

If be, it will iuspiro mauy of his 
followers with a keen sense of misgiv= 
ing. ‘They will be disposed, not unna- 
turally, to recognise in it an omen of 
tho Primo Ministor’s imponding re. 
tiroment from public life, and thoy will 
bo forcibly reminded that tho political 
dispeusation uuder which they are 
living is at bost only travsitional. Mr. 
Gladstone may yet make some more 
groat speeches in the Chambor with 
which his reputation will alwayabe iden. 
tied, But the belief is general, aud in 
all probability well founded, that a yoar 
ence he will not boin the Hone of Com- 
mone, and that he will nobagaiu addross 
himself to any grent legislative effort.” 
Tho brightest sun must set, and the 
greatest man withdraw from the scene 
of hiis more immediate labours, When 
wo say that there is no on ab present 
on the boards of St. Stephen's fitted 
to tke Mr. Gladstone's place, no 
Elisha yot withstoulders atrong enough 
to wear the mantle of the ascending 
Elijab, wo utter no more than a barren 
truth. But if the Premier is to retire, 
let Lim do so while in the full flush of 
Lis great powers, and in tho enjoyment 
of his entire famo, Six years ago, the 
name of Gladstone was seldom mon- 
tioned in London without expressions 
of the grossest opprobrium. Many of 
those who formerly had been his warm 
supporters turned into his bittereat 
opponents, and Lord Beaconsfield was 
tho idol of the honr, If Mr. Glad. 
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atone were to fall to-morrow by the 
ballet of an Irish asaassiv, his memory 
would be enshrined in the annals of 
the British Isles as that of a martyr 
and e horo, whose crowning glory it 
was to bo ont off while at the pinnacle 
of his great fame, and in his country’ 
cause, If, however, as the Standard 
seome to hint, he is destined rather to 
finish hia onreer in the Valhalla of tho 
Uppor House, it is to be hoped that 
he will devote the evening of his life 
to literature, Woe shall never see, 
nor should we wish to see, @ renlly 
great statesman andscholarcondesce: 
ing to the level of the fashionable 
novelist. ‘The young author of the 
*Eassy on Church aud State’ could no 
moro have stooped to write ‘ Henrietta 
Temple’ than the mature anthor of 
‘Javentus Mundi’ could have indulged 
in the jaucty sarcasms of ‘Exdsmion.’ 
The solid and endaring qualities which 
have distinguished Mr, Gladstone as a 
politician since he joined the Liberal 
rauks wiil distingaish him as an power- 
fal aud weighty writer, and in the 
Jitersry labours to which it is believed 
that he will devote the closing years of 
bis life the world may reap rich harvests, 
even though iu doing so it incurs the 
Joss of the greatest statesman of his 
nge.

the opposite side is a valley, with a few 
hamlets and villages. The water hero is 
more rapid, flowing swiftly over a rock, 
bottom, and sweeping in close to the left 
or oastern bank ; it is mnddy, and rich as 
oil. © The road lends close at the foot of the 
rocky blu! ast, between the mountains 
and the river; it is strewn about with 
rocks and boulders fallen from above, and 
anything but pleasant for passing carts 
and other trafic, ‘Tho hill slopes, across 
the river, are honeycombed here and there 
with cave-dwellings and some of the 
stone and brick built dwellings are arched 
over, as in othor parts of this province. 
Wo passed a coal inine, close to the roa 
Jo, with piles of good looking coal stacked 
up ready to be carried away ; and lots of 
carts and pack mules were loading to 
carry it to market. At noon we passed 
through « walled town called Tseng Chou 
Chen, tho uame appearing in writing 
over the gateway. We met lots of pack 
mules, with HCE, the tant Re- 
ident at Lhassa, in Thibet, riding in 
a mule-litter, with an old lady, and lots 
of baggage bringing up the rear, We 
halted at our prepared quarters in the 
eastern suburb of Ling-shilt Ht 
done another 25 li of our jo 
50 oflicially, 
Official ways are intricate to an extent 
beyond comprehension. Last night a mili- 

























































tary red-button official, with a suite of

Dec. 7th—Ling-shih Hsien is a small 
city with dilapidated or rather crumbling 
mud walls, and three gates only, each 
barely tho size of a private cart-house door. 
Few carts aro used in this mountainous 
district. ‘The city derives its namo from 
an immense aerolite, about a ton in weight, 
which has the appearance of almost pure 
iron, and is in shape somewhat like Budd- 
Tt stands under a pavilion 
pecially for it, with a commemo- 
let over it, on which are written 
the two characters  Ling-shih,” or Holy 
Stone—I should say, rather, spiritual atone. 
I could not get any one to tell me any- 
thing about the stone, and it was too late 
to hunt for information in the small temple 
erected over the pavilion. Tho temple is 
dedicated to the Taoist Patriarch Lit Tsu, 
and is situated just in the Northern sub: 
urb; it may possibly contain a stone tablet 
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recording the arrival of the celestial stone 
to these parts. I sent to the magistrate to 
inguire about it, and sought to buy a copy 
of the archives of the city, but failed. 
‘His Honour the newly appointed Prefect 
‘of Ping-yang Fu called, and I received 
him, we being old friends, Tso is going to 
take up his post at once, and we are thus 
to travel toyether some few days more. 
‘Tso’s accommodation is not much better 
than mine. 

‘We left the city soon after 6 o'clock this 
morning, descending gradually down the 
valley in the dark. We soon turned up a 
valley on the loft, then crossed the small 
stream flowing down its centre, and shortly 
after asconded a stiff incline, zig-zagging on 
arocky road. We saw some coal cropping 
‘out on the left, across a narrow valley. 
‘We passed some caves, then a village of 
them, some of the houses being pro- 
tected from evil by a tiger’s head painted 
over the door, I have noticed the same 
g in various mountainous districts. 
There are about fifty families liviug in the 
village at the top of the pass, which is 
called Han-hou Lin, After leaving the 
village we met long strings of donkeys, 
carrying heavy loads of flour. Most of 
the donkeys are no bigger than thoso 
geen about Tientsin, yet they carry loads 
of about 200 lbs. of flour, Some of the 
drivers aro oxceedingly cruel to their uso- 
ful little animals, Wo crossed a small 
valley in which is a templo of Kuan Ti 
with two immense iron claymores at the 
door. Tho weather is delightful. Furs 
are unnecessary; mine are an actually 
burden. :

lady inside, aud a fine young man outside, 
has kept preity close to us all day. ‘Th 
young lady, though married, is more like 


‘a fat, over-grown baby than a married 
woman, Her tenderly polished, youthful 
countenance, looks as if it was in danger 
of boing roughened by some cold mornin 
wind. The road was very rough, an 
riding in a big cart amongst alot of baggage 
was not what one might call « pleasant 
way of spending a honeymoon.

nicely bound in red silk baudages, 
fastoned with woll chasod silver buckles, and 
‘enclosed in the nicest iinaginable red-satin 
shoes, with little tassels, and jing bells 
sown on here and there. Sho wore a pair 
of broad, red trousers and a shining green 
jacket of some raré material ; and her fine 
ead of hair waa adorned with a couple 
of artilicial buttorflies, mounted on wire 
springs, which allowed them to swing 
about amonget the flowers, ‘Two chased 
hairpins kept her hair tidy, and a single 
ring adowed her perfect hands. It is a 
pity she is so fat for her age; the young 
inan is rather lean, so that may counter- 
balance the other extreme in the lady. 

‘Tobacco appears to be the principal cargo 
carried by carts here ; whilst mules and 
donkeys carry flour, wheat and dates. All 
kinds of grain, I am told, grow about here, 
but the principal crops are of millet, or 
yellow rice. Cakes of various kinds are 
always ready to appease the hunger of the 
travoller at the villages, and fruit, such as 
amall persimmons, aud coarse pears, shaped 
like turnips, are generally obtainable also; 
tho latter, being very juicy, may slake the 
thirst, although thoy) have nut a good 
flavour. 

Ia the afternoon we halted in the city of 
Huo-chon. The quarters prepared for us, 
though old, were large and convenient, and 
the rations for men and horses were at hand, 
Unfortunately the dinuer intended for me 
‘was not properly looked after, and was de- 
voured by the dogs at hand. ‘The yamenito 
prayed my man uot to mention the little 
difficulty, and went off to refill.the empty 
dishes with anything good that he could

cash a catty. It is mined in the mountains, 
some 55 li east of this, at a place called 
‘To-kou. Tho Fén river flows by the west 
of the city, and the hills behind that 
not far off. I noticed, just before entering 
the city, an iron ox, crouching, and look- 
ing steadfastly at tho river, as if to entreat 
it not to venture in his direction. ‘Tho 
ox is often used in China as a protection 
against inundations, but the rhinoceros, 
or Si-nin, is much oftener met with in use 
for the same purpose. 

‘The distance to-day is called a hundred 
li, but I make it altogether. only 64, 
T'may bo mistaken, but I do not think 
so. I reckon 8 lian hour on the bad 
road in the ravines, and 10 li on the 
good parts, At avy rate I am pretty 
tired, having walked more thau half of the 
distance—all the worse parts—just to sare 
the animals a little.

Grayston ns to his facts and dates. He 
had very strong evidence to bring forward 
that the growth of native opiuin was cer- 
tainly not a century old, and that before 
1769 they had only 200 chests to depend 
upon from outside. Mr. Grayston quoted 
Sir Benjamin Brodie, but Sir Benjamin 
Brodie had said in a document sigued by 
twenty-four of the leading physicians and 
surgeons, ‘I cannot but regard the at- 
mpt to’ promote the spium as an 
ticle of luxury as inflicting a most 
serious injury on the human race.”

prohibit it? In India the best 
grain land and land which would grow the 
sugar-cane—was monopolised by opium, 
and if the opium-trade were obolished it 
might be devoted to the culture of useful 
oducts, ‘Then came the objection that 
it would destroy the balance of trade. This 
was a very important point indeed, and 
ho would speak on it with great co. 
But just lot them take this point into cor 
sideration. Let them look at the mon 
spout in opium, Suppose that that, or a por- 
tion of it, wore spent upon European manu- 
factures. Of course the opium trade could 
not be done away with at one stroke with- 
out great injury being done to trade, and he 
did not advocate that it should be done 
away with at one stroke. But his opiuion 
was that whatever tended to d i 
ional morality was iujurio 
tornational commerce and international in- 
It was a very dangerous thing 
cuntry-—especially for the foremost 
Christian country of the world—to in- 
fringe on international morality. ‘Then 
came the question, was it impossible? Had 
England found it impossible? Was not 
the importation actually prohibited for 
two years? Was not the growth of the 
poppy prohibited in Indin? Not a 
single inch of Indian ground could be 
planted with the poppy without the con- 
t of the Indian Government. In the 
neighbouring city of Svochow all the 
opitm dens had been closed for two years 
without any disturbance being created ; 
and in tho province of Sheusi opium had 
again and again by vigorous governors been 
uprooted. If England would only do what 
she had never done yet—leave China 
to do what she liked on’ this question- 
would not be impossible, ‘The resolutior 
seomed to him like aman able to swim 
fairly well standing on the beach aud 
watching a storm. Ho sees a fellow-creature 
struggling in the waves. Ho arguos to him- 
aolf ‘Is it advisable that I should try to 
save hi 7 If I plunge into the water I shall 
spoil my clothes—aud I shall probably get 
drowned—aud it is impossible that I would 
save him” and he juggles with the words— 
“inadvisable, impossible, impossible, in- 
advisable —and fiually he goes home to tea 
(aughter).

It is only aoed- 
time at prosout in our Mission work, 
Apology may be urgently needed to account 
for the comparative apathy Ohrin- 
tians as to tho triumph of thei 3 but 
none for the failure of that which has g 
forth conquering and to conquer. Thi 
tho tone which, I had intended to maine 
tain in my two books ‘China as a Mission 
Field,” and “The Ohehkiang Mission 
and am sorry to have been misunderatood, 

With reference to the small book of 
verse, your reviewer is somewhat ungenor- 
ous. ' He credits mo with the ambition to 
rival the Laureate ; instead of thinking it 
possible that I wished to interest the good 
people of Shanghai. My idea in bringing 
the few remaining copios of my little book 
here, was that the discussions of Chinese 
scenery with which the book abounds, 
would in some measuro please dwellers in 
this dreary flat ; and as being written in 
China, and in great measure about China, 
would be generously dealt with. 

But I am specially coucerned to notice 
the somewhat fippant allusion at the close 
of the review, toa book not received at all 
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Som Messrs. Kelly aud Walsh, aud dragged 
in unnecessarily.’ 

‘Your revi observes that it must seem 
atrango to English readers of my “* Chinese 
Stories,” that they have to go back two or 
threo thousand years for instances of filial 
piety, This possible though improbable 
criticiam from an English child, is mot in 
my preftes, and eortinly I should be tho 
ast’ to encourage the idea that Chinese 
filial picty is thing of the past, 
unfortunately our Chinese cr 
posed to think that filial picty 
monopoly ; and that, neither in ancient nor 
modern days, havo the outer barbarians 
approached to their models of virtue. Now 
my Chinese book of stories 
is designed to mest this idea; and whi 
praising to tho full Chinese filial piety, I 
show from tho Bible first, thon from 
ancient secular history (Greek and Roman), 
from English history medieval and mo- 
dern, from vents of the present day, and 
finally from our Lord’s own life on earth, 
that filial pisty, and that of a deop and 
lofty type, has boon known in other lands, 
Your roviewor ignores all this ; and fixes 
his artistic and critical eye, in a fine 
frenzy rolling, on ono picture alone out of 
the 60 in my book.
